$1.3 BILLION PROGRAM 
School Aid Bill Passed, Goes To LBJ 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—P resi­ 
dent 
Johnson’s 
$1.3 
billion 
school aid program , its journey 
through Congress completed, to­ 
day was on its way to the P res­ 
ident and swift enactm ent into 
law. 


The 
m easure, 
which 
would 
channel federal aid for elem en­ 
tary and high schools to most 
of the nation’s school districts, 
passed the Senate by an over­ 
whelming 73 
to 18 vote 
last 
night to break a string of de­ 


feats for general school assist­ 
ance m easure’s going back to 


1948.

Chief

The White House made no of­ 
ficial 
announcem ent 
of

Johnson would sign the bill into 
law, but invitations went out to

Second Victory 


Passage of the bill was the 
second m ajor legislative victory 
for Johnson this week, follow­ 
ing by only a day House ap­ 
proval of his health care for the 
elderly program .

hanced by the Senate’s action 
of passing the version approved 
earlier by the House without 
adding any am endments.

Internal Revenue Considering 
Half Dozen Withholding Rates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
adm inistration 
is 
considering 
using half a dozen income tax 
withholding rates in the future 
to help the nation’s* taxpayers 
come out even when April 15 
rolls around. 


A 
T reasury 
D epartm ent 
source said Friday that a new 
system m ay be recom m ended 
to replace the present 14 per 
cent withholding rate. 


G raduated withholding might 
begin at 12 per cent for lower 
bracket taxpayers and run up 
to 16 p er cent for people in 
higher 
brackets, 
the 
official 
said. 


The aim is two-fold: 


—To cut down on under with­ 
holding, which because of last 
y e a r’s tax cut, has proven to 
be a problem for m any taxpay­ 
ers and forced them to take out 
loans to pay their taxes. 


— 
To 
soften 
overwithhold­ 
ing. which results in some tax­ 
payers 
winding up 
their 
tax 
y ea r with the governm ent ow­ 
ing them refunds. 


Internal 
Revenue 
Com mis­ 
sioner Sheldon S. Cohen dis­ 
closed earlier this 
week that 
the adm inistration was consid­ 
ering revising the withholding 
system.
